Each Item of the Charges Filed by 
the House of Representatives 
Is Taken Up and Justified 
from Swayne’s Point 
of View. 
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Washington, February 3.—Through “a 
counsel, Judge Swayne today made for-, 
i 


mal responses in the senate to the ar 
ticles of impeachment made by the house 


of representatives. 

The answer was a formidable docu- 
ment in point of size. Each of the 
twelve articles of impeachment Was an- 
swered at length. In every case the fact 
charged was admitted, but explained from 
Judge Swayne’s point of view, and in 
addition it was contended that even if the 
conditions were true as charged, they 
were not of a character to justify pro- 
ceedings for impeachment for “high 
crimes and misdemeanors.”’ 

The answer was read by ex-Senator 
Thurston and when he concluded the sen- 
ate issued an order requiring the house 
to file its formal reply by next Monday 
and @irected that all pleadings shal] ‘be 
in by the 9th, so that the trial may pro- 
ceed on the !Oth. 

Large Audience Attracted. 

The proceedings attracted a large au- 
dience to the galleries and most senators 
were in their seats. 

After the trial was suspended Messrs. 
Stone, Barry and Morgan spoke in op- 
position to the joint statehood bill in its 
present form. 

During the morning hour McCumber 
presented a memorial from the legtsta- 
ture of North Dakota praying for the re- | 
mova] of the tax of alcoho! in order that 
it may be more freely used for fuef*and 
Mr. Clay a petition from the Nationa] 
Cotton Growers’ Association for the ap- 
propriation “of a few million dollars” 
for the extension of the market for cot- 
ton goods. 

Promptly at !2:30 p. m., the same re- 
solved itself into an impeachment court 
for the continuation of the trial of Judge 
Charles Swayne. 

The order for the day included only the 
answer of Judge Swayne to the accuse. 
tions of the house and this was presented 
by former Senators Higgins and Thure- 
ton on behalf of the respondent, who 
again failed to appear in person. The gal- 
leries were crowded apd the proceed- 
ings were followed with interest. As 
goon as the preliminaries were completed

Rushing to his front door this morin- 
ing at 1:18 o’clock, attracted by the 
ams of his wife, Price Buntyn, of 
514 Ashby street, encountered two white 
burglars, one of whom ran while the 
Other, held at bay on the porch, stood 
his ground. 

On hearing the screams af his wife 
Buntyn grabbed an empty shotgup and 
with the but end of this weapon he 
struck the burglar over the head, felling 
him to the floor. ‘He raised the weapon 
again as the man attempted to rise 
and struck him across the top of the 
head, killing him almost instantly. 


ably a minute after the alarm was 
raised by his wife. } 

Realizing that the man was dead and 
naturally nervous and excited over hig. 
action, Buntyn went with his wife to 
the home of Councilman John H. Har- 
well, 476 West Hunter street, where he 
telephoned to police headquarters. 

At 3 o'clock this morning the coroner | 
was notified and that official went to 
the Buntyn home, where the body of 
the dead burglar still lay. The dead 
man’s pal had slunk off in the darkness 
at the first sign of danger and made 
good his escape. 

Price Buntyn 1!s a painter by trade. 
He ig a man of thirty-five years, and 
he and his wife live with their two 
children In the cottage at 514 Ashby 
street. When he was found by the 
police this morning he was overwrought 
as the result of the encounter, and the 
facts were obtained with difficulty. 
About | o’clock this morning Buntyn 
and his wife were awakened by muffled 
sounds on the rear porch. Buntyn said 
he felt satisfied someone was trying to 
break in the house through the back 
door. Evidently the effort in this direc- 
tion failed for Bunyan soon hearg sim- 
flar sounds at the front door. For 4 
moment they ceased. There was a pet 
dog in the house, and thinking that if 
the animal were let out he would warn 
them of intruders, Mrs, Buntyn took. the 
dog in her arms and carried him to the 
front door. As she pushed the door open 
to release the animal she encountered 
two men on the threshhold. They made 
a gtab for the woman, evidently with the 
intention of preventing her from scream- 
ing. But they were not quick . enough. 
Before they could reach her throat Mrs, 
Buntyn had uttered the scream that 
brought her husband. 

Almost with a bound Buntyn had reach- 
ed the door. The younger of the two 
burglars was siinking off, and he saw 
the other on the porch. With two quick 
blows the intruder had fallen. 

On reaching the residence of Council- 
man Harwell that official advised Bun- 
tyn not to return to his home or inter- 
fere with the body of the dead man be- 
fore the arrival of the coroner. At 3 
o'clock this morning ft was not known 
whether the dead burglar had a pistol 
in his clothes, but it is gupposed that he 
did not, or he would have used it when 
Buntyn came on the scene. 

The dead burglar is a tall man of heavy 
build, evidently thirty-five or forty years 
of av, and wearing a beard closely 
cropped.

Brownwood, Tex., February 3.—The 
following signed statement has been is- 
sued by C. H. Jenkins, of the execu- 
tive committee of the Southern Growers’ 
Association: 

“Since the first .c@ll was issued for 
the farmers to organize for the purpose 
of securing a 25 per cent reduction of 
acreage and fertilizers, cotton has ad- 
vanced $2.50 per bale. 
of 4,000,000 bales being still in the hands 
of the producers, this means a gain of 
$10,008,000 to the cotton growers of 
the south. 
men of the south will stand by the 
(programme agreed upon at the New 
Orleans convention, this gain will] amount 
to $40,000,000 on the crop in hand by 
June {, and the gain on the next crop 
will be at Yeast $125,000,000. Can we 
not afford to pay something both in }a- 
bor and money for such a consumma- 
tion as this? 

“The essentials are reduction in the 
next crop and holding the present crop. 
The present crop cannot be held econoin- 
ically without ware houses; therefore, 
my advice is to build ware houseg and 
do it now. ‘Let the farmers ang busi- 
ness men of every county get together 
at once and raise the necessary fund to 
bulld a ware house.”

The Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fe Railway Company has for the last five 
yéars wilfully and continuously vtolated 
this provision of the law in the respects 
above stated, 

Elkins Law Violated. 

“February f9, 1903, the so-called El- 
kins bill was enacted, providing that 
carriers should in no case transport traf- 
fic unth a tariff had been published, and 
that the published tariff should be ob- 
served, and providing 2 penalty of not 
leas than $1,000 or more than $20,000 
for each offense. The provisions of this 
statute extend both to the railway com- 
pany which grants and the party which 
receives the concession. Both the Santa 
Fe and the Colorado Fuel and Iren Com- 
pany systematically 4nd continuously 
violaed the provisions of that act in 
the particulars mentioned from the day 
of its passage down tO November 27, 
1904, when the tariffs under which this 
c6al moved were reduced in all cases. 

“Tt should be further observed that on 
March 25, 1902, the United States cir- 
cult court, in a s@it begun at the in- 
stante and request of the interstate com- 
merce commission, enjoined the Atch!- 
gon, Topeka and Santa Fe Raibhway Com- 
pany to cpserve in all respects its pub- 
lished schedules of rates.

Senator Knox, then attorney gen- 
eral, decided that the action of congress 
in declaring it to be the policy of the 
government not to perm# the use of the 
public moneys of the American people 
for sectarian purpeses did not repeal 
previous jaws giving to the secretary of 
the interior discretion to use the Indian 
funds in any manner he saw fit. 

Nothing Promised by Church, 

‘The charge had been made that the 
Catholic bureau, through 
Scharf, of this city, had made promises 
of Catholic political support to the ad- 
ministration in return for favors and i 
was to answer this that Father Ketcham 
went before the committee today. He de- 
nied that Dr. Scharf has ever had any 
connection with the bureau or with any 
branch of the Catholic mission work, 
and declared that whatever Dr. Scharf 
did mgs on his own initiative and with- 
out authority. 

It was not denied by Father Ketcham 
that the bureau has endeavored to se- 
eure aid for mission schools. He said thar 
for years the bureau has been conduct- 
ing schools on various reservations, no- 
tably the Osage, and the government 
has been paying for the teaching of pu- 
pils the same as in government schools. 
Father Ketcham asserted that Bishop 
Hare, of the Episcopal church, knew a 
year ago that the contracts were being 
made and at that time made an in- 
quiry of the commissioner of Indian af- 
fairs and had explained to him the au- 
thority for the contracts, It was declared 
further that Bishop Hare was offered 
similar opportunities for his schools, but 


made by him to the annual appropriation 
by congress to Hampton institute, Vir- 
ginfa, and other sectarian schools. He 
said that what his bureau was getting 
was not government aid, but payment for 
education from a fund owned by the In- 
dians and that the aid was by direction 
of the Indians’ lawful guardians.

City’s Paving Expert, Chief Engineer 
Clayton, Says Peachtree Will 
Look Like Joseph’s Coat, 
and Counciiman Kontz 


Opposes the Plan.

Peachtree street will be repaired wrth 
broken stone and cement under the dl- 
rection of the commissjoner of public 
works ff the 
street committee, of which Alderman 
Holland is chairman, ts adopted. 

Very little discussion regarding Peach- 
tree was engaged in during the session 
of the committee yesterday afternoon. 
While citizens were being heard from, 
Chairman Holland inquired ff any one 
from Peachtree street desired speaking. 
There was no reply. 

Later AWierman Peters, of the eighth 
ward, dtrected ttention to the fact 
that there exists an asphalt repair fund 
of $3,000. The alderman suggested, af- 
| ter a consultation with Commissioner H. 
L. Collier, of the department of public 
works, that $1,000 af the amount be ap- 
'propriated for the purpose of repairing 
Peachtree street with broken stone and 
cement. Alderman: Peters is not a mem- 
ber of the street committee, but a com- 
mitteeman made the motion for him. 
It is not certain, however, that the 
resolution which seeks to repair the 
street with cement will be adopted by 
council. Captain R. M. Clayton, the 
chief engineer of Atlanta, is opposed to 
the plan, and at least one of the repre- 
sentatives of the sixth ward will op- 
pose it. 

Commissioner Collier, under whose di- 
rection the work js to be done, is fa- 
vorable to the cement plan. He was 
asked if $1,000 would repair the street 
from Pine to Sixth street. He replied 
in the affirmative. He was asked: for 
an opinion upon that kind of repair 
work. 

“It ils all, right,” he replied. “Y put 
some cement down on the street about 
one year ago and it is there yet and 
practically as good ‘as ever.” 

Eugineer Clayton Talks. 

Chief Engineer Clayton was asked how 
the apis would look like with cement 
on . 

“Like Joseph’s coat,”’ he replied. ‘It 
will be a street of many colors. My 
opinion is that the residents of Peach- 
tree street will not be satisfied with ce- 
ment.” 

The chief engineer was asked about 
the durability of cement. 

“Well, no repair work that ts done en 
Peachtree street Is going to last very 
long,’’ he replied. “The street is simply 
worn out. Nothing. is going to do any 
good out there except to repave it. If 
asphalt is not wanted, then something 
elsé should be put down. <A sit of; 
‘clothes will wear so much that patching 
is no longer comfortable or safe. That 
is the condition of Peachtree street 
} now.’ 

Alderman H. T. Inman, the oldest 
member of the general counci) from the 
sixth ward in point of seniority, was 
asked for an opinion. 

“Cement will fill up the holes,” he re- 
plied, “and make the street safe. That 
is what they want, isn’t it?’ 

Councilman Anton Kontz, of the sixth 
ward, said: ’ 

“I am not a paving expert, but it ap- 
pears to me that cement is not going 
to do at ail. One objection ts that ce- 
ment ts harder than asphalt. The result 
will be that the asphalt will wear on 
either side of the-cement and there. will 
be two holes instead of one. Peachtree 
street is paved with asphalt, and it ought 
to be repaired with asphalt.’’ 

It is admitted that cement is only a 
makeshift, that it will disfigure Peach- 
tree etreet and because the hardness of 
the cement make knots and bumps on 
the street where there. are now holes. 
In view of the fact that the street com- 
mittee ts going contrary to the advice 
and opinion of the city’s paving expert, 
Oaptain R, M. Clayton, it wil] be inter- 
esting. to note what .counci] will do 
about it.

No Competition Possible. 


The decision says that “no other in- 
Gividual could do business. in competi- 
tion with the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
Company in this field unless he enjoyed 
the same freight rates; that when other 
individuals endeavored to make contracts 
in competition with the Colorade Fuel 
and Iron Company, they were compelled 
to pay the published rate and theretore 
were unable to furnish the coal; and 
that under this arrangement the Santa 
Fe Company and the Colorado Fuel] and 
jron Company virtually entered into a 
partnership in the handling of this coal, 
In the execution of which the published 
schedules of the Santa Fe were utterly 
disregarded.” 

The commission says the Santa Fe Com- 
pany acted as agent for the Colorado 
Fuel and tlIron Company in collecting 
from its customers the price of the coal 
itself along with the freight rates dur-

GORKY MAY FACE 
MILITARY COURT 


Political Charges Against Cele- 
brated Russian Author, 


In Interview General Trepoff Laughs 
at Stories of, His Having Or- 
dered Gorky Shot, and 
Says He Will Get a 
Fair Trial. 


St. Petersburg, February 4, 2 a. m.—It 
is the intention of the government to 
bring Maxim Gorky and seven other au- 
thors and publicists to trial on politi- 
cal charges. Governor General Trepoff, 
who received the Associated Press’ cor- 
respondent Friday afternoon, said: 

“The whole case is now in the hands 
of the ministry of justice, which is con- 
ducting the investigation, at the conclu- 
sien of which the procurator gencral will 
decide whether the prisoners shal! be tried 
by a civil or a military court. The story 
spread broadcast that I have order«@i Gor- 
ky to be court martialed and shot is a 
baseless fabrication, invented by persons 
who are ignorant of Russia, or else they 
would know that it is impossible for a 
representative of the Russian administra. 
tion to order any prisoner to be exccuted, 
or even to decide the form of trial. 


Letters Beg for Gorky. 


“Yet, I am in receipt of letters daily 
from abroad, imploring me to spare Gor- 
ky’s life, imploring that I am in no wise 
concerned in this matter: I even do not 
know whether the procurator’. general 
may decide to provisionally release Gor- 
ky, as he did in the case of Hessen, 
Miakotin and Kareieff. I can not, of 
course, reveal the exact terms of the 
accusation against the prisoner; but you 
may emphatically contradict the version 
of the discovery of documents implicating 
eight men who were to have comprised a 
provisiona] government.”’ 

Turning to the question of tife present 
aspect of affairs, the governor general 
said: \ 

“We have every reason to feel satisfied, |. 
Masterg and men are now on excellent 
terms and work, is proceeding every- 
where quietly. The reception of the 
workmen's deputation by the emperor 
has created the best impression. As to 
insinuations that the workmen who were

TROOPS AND MOB 
BATTLE AT LODZ 


Strikers Returned Soldiers’ Fire 
wilh Revolvers 


When Employees at Lace Factory 
Attempted To Return To Work 
They Were Attacked by 
Strikers and Serious 
Trouble Ensued. 


ODZ, Russian Poland, Febru- 
ary 3.—In a conflict between 
troops and strikers at the 


Kounitzer factory here today, the 
soldiers fired, killing six persons 
and wounding forty-eight. Shoot- 
ing also occurred at the Kellar lace 
factory. 


Warsaw, February 3.—Serious disorders 
broke out today at Lodz, where 25,000 
men are on strike. Some of the em- 
ployees of a lace factory attempted to re 
turn to work and the remainder forcibly 
prevented them. The strong military 
patrol was summoned and attacked and 
fired at the strikers, who replied with 
revolver shots. It is reported over the 
telephone that the firing was continued 
at 1! o’clock this morning. 

Strikes were started this morning in 
the coal districts of Dombrowa and Sos- 
novice. It is feared they will have a seri- 
ous effect on the industrial situation 


generally, Warsaw, Lodz and other im- 
portant centers entirely dependent for 
their coal supply on these districts. 

According to the information obtain- 
able the official Tf*t of persons killed dur- 
ing the disturbances here contains over 
300 names in addition to many unidenti- 
fied Hhodies lying at the receiving vaults 
in the cemetery. The unidentified dead 
will be buried tonight. 

A group of soldiers outside a liquor’ 
store last night fired on passersby, kill- 
ing a shop keeper and wounged another 
man. 


Newspapers Again Published. 

The newspaper reappeared this even- 
ing after eight days’ suspension of pub- 
lication. They are subjected to the most 
severe censorship under the orders of 
Minister of the Interior Mouligan. Most 
of the shops reopened today, but only 
a few of the strikers returned to work. 
Scattered instances of violence were re- 
ported today. A student of the _ unil- 
versity was killed early this morning by 
a soldier, and strikers killed a workman 
who had been in communication with the 
military authorities. The workmen of a 
cutlery factory attempted to resume 
their employment today, but strikers en- 
tered the building and demolished the 
machinery. A great crowd of the strik- 


-ers apparently are net yet willing to 


resume work.

of Georgia tpoops who served in 
the confederate army, which rolis are 
now in the archives of the United States 
war department at Washington, General 
Clement A. Evans, chairman of the Geor- 
gia roster commission, yesterday wrote a 
letter to General F. C. Ainsworth, mili- 
tary secretary in charge of the war rec- 
ords office, asking permission to have 
these records copied at the expense of 
the state. 

This request will be presented through 
Senators Bacon and Clay, and there m 
no doubt that it will be granted. as copies 
of many of the records of Georgia troops 
have already been secured from the war 
office in Washington and are now on 
file ixt the office of the adjutant general 
at the state capitol. 

Genera] Evans first calls attention to 
the resolution of the legislature approved 
August 15, 1903, under which the Geor- 
gia roster commission is constituted. He 
indicates what the commission’s duties 
are and says: 

“Previous to this last act (that of Au-

Under the compulsery school law in 
force in New York these children of 
the very poor must attend school, and 
the pinched state of their stomachs is 
not taken into account by the author- 
ities. Every day thousands of them sit 


at their desks with hunger—actual 


hunger—gnawing at their vitals, too 
sick and weak to study, distempered 
visions of food blotting from their 
wolfish young eyes and deadened 
brains the A BC in thefr primers. 
Sometimes some of them faint or are‘ 
overcome by nausea, the result of 
long abstinence from food. Naturally, 
they make poor progress in their 
books, and in many instances the 
teacher remains in ignorance of the 
reason. Many of the little sufferers 
would never admit they came to school 
without their breakfast. 

Mr. Hunter, in his book, “Poverty,” 
Which has furnished the starved 
school child sensation, says there are 
always 100,000 “worthy” men out of 
employment in New York city who 
cannot obtain work. Their families, 
where they have families, are on the 
ragged edge of utter destitution, but 
not willing objects of public charity. 
They conceal] their true condition as 
long as possible, and in not a few in- 
stances choose tragedy to publicity. 
Each family in this out-of-work class 
is estimated ta have one child in the 
public schools of the city, and these 


little ones feel the fangs of the wolf 


most keenly. 

New York is somewhat wrought up 
over these extreme poverty disclos- 
ures in its public schools and has be- 
gun an official investigation. The

Editor Constitution: It is Indeed with 
pleasure that the name of the brave 
Captain Frank F. Crenshaw, a son of 
Georgia, and late an officer of the 
Twenty-eighth United States volunteer 
is seen in the list of those 
whose memories have been honored by 
the national government by assigning 
their names to its permanent forts anil 
batteries. This is in-line with the act of 
the president when he nomifiated Cren- 
shaw to the senate for the brevet rank 
both of major and lieutenant colonel of 
yolunteers for distinguished conduct in 
action, 

Captain Crenshaw was an officer of 
whom Georgia may well feel proud. Not

rolis, and that the copies be forwarded 
to the adjutant general of Georgia.” 
Attached to the letter is a lst of the 
rolls which are wanted. These include 
fifteen regiments, nine battalions and 
twelve independent troops of cavairy, six | 
battalions and twenty-seven batteries of 
artillery, four , 


legions, five regiments, | 
nine battalions and twenty-one companies 
of state troops, reserves, eleven regi- 
ments, three battalions and one company 
of state guards, 

It is estimated that the expense of 
copying these rolls will be got #iore than 
$500 or $600, and when it has been d@pne 
the state will then have copies of all the 
rolis of Georgia troops whe took part 
in the civil war that are to be found on 
file in the war records office. 

The Georgia roster commission is just 
now entering upon the-second year of its 
work and it is estimated that by the end 
of the thir@ year this work will have 
been entirely completed and that every | 
roll will be filled out in so far ag it is | 
possible to do it at this late day from 
the records and other information which 
are available. The appropriation for this 
purpose is $5,000 a year, so thas the total | 
cost of the complete rester of al) Georgia , 
troops and saflors who served in the con- 
federate army and navy, in so far as it 
is possible to obtain them, will be about 
$16,000. 

The Georgia roster commission is com- 
posed of General Clement A, Evans, 
chairman; Governor J. M. Terrell, Ad- 
jutant General S. W. Harris and Pen- 
sion Commissioner J. W. Lindsey. The

Mr. Green says the statement that the 
| People of Buford, after having objectei 
to the appointment of a non-resident 
fas solicitor of the court, went ahead ani 
elected a non-resident as judge, in cal- 
culated to mislead and does not repre- 
sent the truth of the situation, 

“The truth of the matter,” said alr. 
Green, “is that non-residence was per- 
haps, the least of the objections raised 
to the governor’s appointee for solicitor 
of the court. The appointment was made 
against the wishes of 700 voters; the 
appointee resided 20 miles from the dis- 
trict, and, according to the resolutions 
passed, he was ‘not only without experi. 
ence and so far as we are advised 
failed to get a single indorsement from 
the people over whom the court has 
jurisdiction and was personally objec- 
tionable to the masses, but also was 
local counsel for the Southern Railway 
Company.’ 

“The non-residence of the governor's 
appointee for solicitor seems from the 
above to have been the least objection 
they had to his appointment. 

“Again, it has ben stated that the 
office of judge of the city court of 
Buford did not become elective by the 
peopie until the first Saturday in De- 
cember, 1905, and that therefore the 
successor of Judge Brown would have 
to be appointed by the governor, tais 
being the position taken by the governur 
and his attorney general. Now, let us 
look at the act and see if it bears wt 
such a construction. Let us, at the 
same time, have in mind this séction 
of the code of Georgia. 1805: ‘On all 
interpretations the courts shall leok 
diligently for the intention of the gen- 
era] assembly, keeping in view at all 
times the old law, the evil and <uae 
remedy.

Clearly .this language refers 
to the election of officers for the fuil 
term, the unexpired term of those serving 
ai the time the amended act was passed, 
not expiring until December 28, 1905; 
for, after naming the first Saturday in 
December, !905, as the time for the first 
election, it immediately provides for an- 
other election fuur years thereafter-— 
that being the length of time for which 
the officers were originally appotnted 
under the old act, as well ag the length 
of time for which they are to be electad 
under the amended act. Consequently, 


the time fixed by the act for the first 
election, or the one that occurred four 
years thereafter, could not have referrei 
to an election to fill a vacancy, for no 
oOm® could foresee when a vacancy might 
occur; therefore no fixed time for an 
election to fill a vacancy could be maue 
by the act. 

‘Now, what is the provision in the 
amended act in reference to filling the 
vacancy? Remember, the power o ap.

SAW ROOSEVELT 


Atlanta Attorney Returns 
From Important Legal 
Committee Meeting. 


Burton Smith, who is a member of the 
committee on insurance, of which R. W. 
Brekenridge, of Omaha, is chairman, and 
which committee was appointed by the 
American Bar Association to report on 
the legal phase and status of insurance 
ang insurance corporations, has just re- 
turned from the meeting of the commit- 
tee in Washington. 

While in Washington Mr, Smith had 
an interesting interview with President 


Roosevelt. 

‘Our committee has just had a most 
Satisfactory meeting in Washington,” 
said Mr. Smith yesterday. “We obtained 
from Mr. Garfield, the federa] corpora- 
tion commissioner, much vita] informa- 
tion on insurance. 

“I called with him and the committee 
upon the president. President Roosevelt, 
it will he remembered, has taken very 
active interest in the great corporate 
questions before the country, He received 
us most cordially, and expressed great 
pleasure at the fact that the American 
Bar Association wag interesting itself in 
these questions. In the course of the 
conversation, I remarked that my objec- 
tion to his course upon corporate ques- 
tions was, that he, elected a republican, 
should assume to seize, great cardinal 
democratic doctrines and use them with 
such success. Not only I said was his 
piatform oardinally democratic, but his 
foreign policy was the policy of Jeffer- 
son and Jackson. He fiashed his teeth 
at me with a most dazzling smile, and 
Said, ‘Yes sir, you arg right.

IN PRICE LEVEL 


No Definite News to Account for the 


Demand—Based on General Con- 
ditions and Fostered by 
the Extreme Abundance 
of Money. 


New York, February 3.—There was 
eontinued active speculation in stocks tvo- 
day and a considerable further advance 
in the price level.
